BILL FILED TO WIDEN 
ROUTE 38 

A bill was filed, in the 
State House, Tuesday morning, 
by Representative Frank Tanner 
of Reading, Tom Lonohue of Wo- 
butn, and Brox, of Dracut, 
requesting that the Department 
of Public Works be instructed 
‘to reconstruct, relocate and 
improve Route 38 from the Wo- 
burn line to Lowell’. 

The bill is described as a 
‘general bill’, intended to 
formally bring the question to 
the attention of the DPW. It 
can be re-worded later, to fit 
circumstances, as they may a- 
rise. 

Tanner stated early Tuesday 
that it was necessary to file 
at this time, because the OPW 
has so many projects requested 
of it. 

Selectman Frank Hagerty sta- 
ted Monday night that he had 
been talking with Chairman Joe 
Whalen, of the Tewksbury Sel- 
ectmen, and had been assured 
of the co-operation of the 
Tewksbury selectmen in the at- 
tempt to widen the highway. 

Route 38 is at present 50 
feet wide, except in a few 
places, where it is 55 feet.

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THE, SITE OF THE TERMINAL 

Imperial Cargoes wants to build a terminal 
at the lower end of Lowell St., and the people 
of Westdale Avenue don't like the idea. 

Just what is the land? 

Its about 25 acres in size, mainly swampy, 
between, Westdale Avenue and Lowell Street. 

Last year there were two article warrants, 
by the owners, John Elia, and Minot Anderson, 
who sought to have the zoning made industrial. 
The Planning Board opposed, and after Anderson 
had been defeated in the Town Meeting Elia 
withdrew. 

There is a popular misconception that this 
precludes any action for two years, but this is 
not so. 

The Planning Board opposed because neither 
Anderson nor Elia could say who was planning to 
build in this area, and the Planning Board re- 
fused to buy a "pig in the poke*. 

It is noteworthy that the General Plan, made 
in 1957, indicates this area for "future non- 
local business". 

Imperial Cargoes, in their plan shown to the 
Planning Board and others had a strip of land 
on the Westdale Avenue side indicated as "Resi- 
dential". They showed a proposed street, about 
400 feet from Westdale Avenue, and on their 
side was planned a hedge of arbor-vitae, to 
help deaden noise. 

On West Street, behind John Elia's store, 
there was proposed a Truck Sales Showroom. When 
the residents of Westdale Avenue expostulated 
that this would endanger their children on the 
way to school the idea was withdrawn. 

The withdrawal, in our belief, was to pla- 
cate the citizens. Also, in our belief, it was 
an error. Nobody objects to Fred Cain, or Gil- 
dart, or Wilmington Ford selling automobiles, 
and children who walk to school in that area 
are not endangered. 

It is not too difficult to have the bus 
routes changed, if worst does come to worst, so 
that the Westdale Avenue children need walk no 
further than the end of Westdale Avenue. 

In other words it is our point that a truck 
salesroom would be an asset to the town. We are 
assuming that new trucks are meant. 

Imperial Cargoes planned their warehouse to 
be parallel to the new Highway. Some thought 
should be given to other positions - whereby it 
might be possible to reduce still further the 
noise of motors - it is just barely possible. 

The strip of land between their terminal and 
Westdale Avenue was regarded suspiciously by 
some people. We don't regard it that way - we 
believe that it was intended to safeguard the 
people, and give them assurance that industry 
would not go into that area. 
~ We don't see anything to get excited about, 


for the area. It is a natural growth, forseen, 
and of benefit to the tow, that is being pro- 


sed. .

Lower Lowell Street agreed that the terminal 
plus the excise taxes on the trucks proposed 


would total about $2.25 on our tax rate, using 
1959 figures. 

It was the only subject on which there was 
a real agreement, and if you ask us, that's 
quite a subject in itself. 

If we could get a couple of companies like 
that - as far as taxes go - we might have a 
chance to hold the line - which is one of our 
boasts in this town, and one of -the reasons we 
hire a Town Manager. 

The trucking company, Imperial Cargoes, had 
a proposal for a type of terminal that is not 
known on the East Coast, but which exists in 
California. 

Basically it would be mre than a major ter- 
minal, at a point where rail and major highway 
meet. It would also be a major distributing 
point, for a dozen or so nationally recognized 
companies (Westinghouse was mentioned, for 
one), all of which would have offices here. 

Admittedly the offices would not be large, 
but what better way could there be to introduce 
Wilmington to some of the companies after which 
we covet and yearn? 

In addition the company would give Wilming- 
ton an overnight service to many points in New 
York State - which is no small matter when it 
comes to enticing industry to our fair town, 

Some of our Town Fathers recorded themselves 
as being opposed to this company. 

The Town Crier isn't opposed. We think they 
should be welcomed with open arms - and a pair 
of crossed fingers. 

The company president stated that there 
would be no operations after 10 pm. He said 
that the company would "register" its trucks 
from Wilmington. He was willing to make all 
sorts of concessions, to locate in that site. 

So let's tie him down. Let's hog tie him. 
We think he will sign an agreement backing up 
just exactly, and to the limit, what he said in 
the Town Hall. Let's be 100% certain, and then 
have him put his "x" on the dotted line. 

What's the alternative? 

Across Route 93 is another site which has 
@ potential siding, and is close to the Clo- 
verleaf. One of the assistants who was present 
Pointed out that the company could locate 
there. If it did Reading would get the taxes 
and Wilmington would still have the noise. 

Can he locate in some other Place in Wil- 
mington? Not to our way of thinking. The pres- 
ident testified that it would Probably cost 
the company $30,000 a year to go a mile or two 
further north - and Wilmington would have the 
expense of highway repairs. 

No. Let's get Philip Buzzell to hog tie 
the president of that company, and we'll all 
go and get the pen, for him to sign with.

TRANSFER OF PUPILS TO 
GLEN ROAD SCHOOL TO BE 
WITHOUT CONFUSION 

The exact opening date of the 
new off-Glen Road school has 
not yet been determined, but 
it will be sometime next week. 
To house children of the 
first six grades, the school 
was scheduled for opening next 
Monday, but last minute delays 
are occuring. 

The School Department has 
been told that it will be ‘pro 
bably next Wednesday’, but if 
such there would be some de- 
tails to be completed in week- 
end work. The School Depart- 
ment prefers that all work be 
completed before the school is 
occupied, 

Parents to be Notified 
Parents of the children af- 
fected by the move next week 
will be notified, by papers 
now being prepared, and to be 
sent home with the children, 

Overation Brown Bag 
The plans for the transfer 
involve the use of hundreds of 
brown paper bags, in which 
each child will have his in- 
dividual books and belongings 
packed, for the day of the 
transfer. 

On the day of the transfer 
all pupils will take their re- 
gular bus, in the first morn- 
ing run, and report to their 
regular classroom. 

After that, at about 9 «m the 
pupils who are to be trans- 
ferred to the new school will 
pack their books in the bags, 
and go, class by class, in bus 
es, to the new school. 
Children who are in the High 
School wing, and who are being 
transferred to the Swain 
School will walk across the 
common, in classes, carrying 
their brown bags, and accom- 
panied by their teachers. 
Pupils in the High School 
wing, the Swain School, the 
Center School, the Whitefield 
School, and the Mildred Rogers 
( one class only) School will 
be affected by the transfer. 
Then, egbout 10 or 10:30 
(exact time to be announced 
in the papers being prepared) 
the second bus pickup will 
make its rounds - the buses 
which generally take their pug 
pils for the second shift. 
These pupils will be taken 
directly to their new class- 


Tooms. 

School-will then let out at 
the regular time, that after- 
noon, and pupils will go home 
in the buses they are to take 
next morning, for single sche- 
dule classes. 


SELECTHEN ENJOY TALKING 
ON PARKING PROBLERS 

There was a lot of ribbing, 
more or less gentle, during 
discussions at the Selectmen’ s 
meeting, Monday evening, as 
the result of a request by 
John Elia, of North Wilmington 
for a change in the parking 
regulations in front of his 
store. 

The ribbing came in the lat- 
ter part of the evening, while 
the Selectmen discussed the 
pros and cons of the case. Mrs 
Drew was the subject of some 
mirth on the parts of Select- 
men Hagerty and De Felice, but 
only a minor part. 

She had reported, with some 
indignation, that the Wilming- 
ton Police had tagged Elia’s 
father, John Elia of Elia’s 
Busy Corner, when he had 
parked to make a delivery of 
three packages to his sons’ 
store. 

Hagerty and De Felice told 
her, with much gusto, that a 
delivery truck was entitled to 
park, even in Boston, and that 
the Wilmington police should 
not have given lia Senior a 
ticket. It was funny to them, 
although Mrs Jrew was unable 
to see the humor of the situa- 
tion. 

137 Signatures 

Elia appeared at the Select- 
men’s meeting at 8:30, bearing 
a petition with 137 signatures 
of North Wilmington residents 
asking for a change in the 
.PW approved parking regula- 
tions of No. Wilmington. 

The parking regulations pro- 
hibit parking on,either side 
of Middlesex Ave., from the 
railroad crossing to the brook 
Elia wanted them changed to 
allow parking on the East side 
(i.e. in front of his store). 

Elia spent half an hour with 
the Selectmen, telling them 
that his customers were get- 
ting tagged by the police, and 
having to go to the police 
station as a result, for park- 
ing in front of his store. 

He told the Selectmen that he 
was losing business, as @ re- 
sult, and that there was a 
considerable reaction, of an- 


ger, in No. Wilmington,

In his own parking area, be- 
side the store, they would 
just have to walk 31 or 31.7 
feet - who are we kidding - 
why can’t they use the parking 
lot beside the store? 

We don’t have any obligation 
to people in the road - but we 
do to the kids on their way 
home from school - and with 
cars double parked there - as 
they have been - it isn’t safe
